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New Gun Law is 
Faulty in Many

lation, signed into law by Gov. 
Kemer last week, will kill the 
sale of firearms and ammuni¬ 
tion but will do little to combat 
crime in this area when it be¬ 
comes effective on July 1 next 
year, a Granite City gun dealer 
said today.

New Equipment Moving GC Steel Co. to 
Forefront of World’s Steel Producers 

First successful production of a coil of steel 
on the new computerized hot strip mill at Granite 
City Steel Co. Thursday marks the third and high¬ 
est point in the company's major three-year ex¬ 
pansion program. A continuous galvanizing line 
went into production last December, and the basic 
oxygen furnace steelmaking plant began operation 

An early I 968 date has been set for the start 
of production at .iron ore and pellet facilities 'at 
Pilot Knob, Mo., but the use of the massive 80- 
inch mill last week puts the local steel firm over 
the key hurdle in its modernization. The new 
equipment works, and it is ready on schedule— 
mid-summer of the third year, less than 29 months 
after the start of the construction project. 

What was at stake can be visualized by a 
few statistics. The building housing the mill is four 
blocks long. The mill stands which convert steel 
slabs into hot rolled plate and sheet steel are driv¬ 
en by 105,000 horsepower. The initial coil weighed 
30.000 pounds and was 2000 feet long when 
rolled into its final form: coils weighing up to 
80,000 pounds will follow. Tremendous weight

Words Inadequate to Describe New 
Airplane Dow is Helping to Build 

Words once used only to describe spectacular 
motion pictures are being revived in regard to the 
Boeing 747 jetliner, world’s largest commercial 
airplane, which will carry from 350 to 490 pas¬ 
sengers. It is being called “gargantuan", "fantas¬ 
tic”, “colossal" and "breathtaking." 

The plane is of special interest here, not only 
because many Quad-Cityans travel by air, but be¬ 
cause aluminum extruded at the Dow Chemical Co. 
plant in Madison is a vital factor in the design of 
the 680.000-pound aircraft (double the weight of 
Boeing's largest existing passenger plane). 

Utilizing a 14,000-ton press, one of only three 
in the free world, Dow is producing ': 4 different 
structural sections in lengths ranging from 60 to a 
record-breaking 105 feet; longest ^previous extru¬ 
sion by Dow was 80 feet. An idea of the vast size 
of the parts is given by the fact that the 105-foot 
length is only I 5 feet less than the Wright broth¬ 
ers' entire first flight in a powered airplane. 

To accommodate the super-length extrusions, 
a 1000-ton stretcher at the local plant was in¬ 
creased from 90 to 100 feet and a solution heat- 
treat oven was lengthened. Also a participant in 
building the first communications satellite, Dow of 
Madison now is far along in helping manufac¬ 
ture mankind's most incredible "flying machine."
